The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Hitchman et 
al. teaches the method of determining the concentration of peptides and protein with the 
copper electrodes wherein the copper forms a complex with desired peptide or protein. 
However, Hitchman et al. does not teach the bringing metallic material (copper) as 
result of a positive potential into the solution as positive ion in turn causing negative 
charge molecules to be transported. Furthermore, Hitchman is silent to the step of 
depositing of metal ion as metal on the measuring electrode in turn causing bound 
negatively charged molecules with low binding energy to be transported away from the 
measuring electrodes. 
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Hitchman et al. discloses and claims an invention of detecting of peptides and 
proteins with copper electrode which is slightly similar to applicant's invention. 

However, a comparison of the claims of the applicant's demonstrates that the 
inventions are not interfering.
